Elected in 2006, Ritter was 
among those Democrats who 
helped the party make inroads 
into what was once a solidly 
Republican state. He helped 
pave the way for Obama to win 
Colorado in 2008 and had been 
widely considered a rising star in 
the Democratic Party.

GOP gets another 
pick-me-up as 3 rivals 
forgo re-election plans

With the 2010 election year barely under way 
two senators and one governor— all Democrats— 
ditched plans to run for re-election in the latest 
signs of trouble for President Obama’s party 

Taken together, the decisions by Sens. Chris 
Dodd of Connecticut and Byron Dorgan of North 
Dakota as well as Colorado Gov Bill Ritter caused 
another bout of heartburn for Democrats as they 
struggle to defend themselves in a sour political 
environment for incumbents, particularly the 
party in charge. 

As 2009 ended. Democrats watched a string of 
their House members announce retirements and 
one congressman defect to the GOP. 

Now, with Dodd, Dorgan and Ritter out. 
Republicans have even more to crow about, if not 
better opportunities to pick up Democratic-held 
seats. 

Democrats, who have a 60-40 Senate majority 
that includes two independents who vote with 
them, now will have to defend four open seats in 
the Senate. The others are Delaware and Illinois, 
where Sens. Ted Kaufman and Roland Burris were 
appointed to the seats vacated by Vice President 
Joe Biden and Obama. Kaufman and Burris are not 
running for election to the seats. 

Among governors. Democrats are seeking to 
maintain their 26-24 majority in a year when those 
elected will oversee the redrawing of congressional 
and legislative districts for the next decade. Here’s 
a look at the latest Democrat files.

UNFAIR? 


LAWSUIT CLAIMS RACIAL INEQUALITY 
IN CHICAGO RAIL, BUS FUNDING

CTA riders have long grumbled about getting 
a raw deal with high fares and skimpy service, 
and a federal lawsuit filed Wednesday argues 
that the complaint is not just real but fueled 
by policies that favor white commuters over 
blacks and Hispanics. 

At stake is more than $i billion in tax dollars 
split each year among the CTA and the sub- 
urban-based commuter railroad and bus lines, 
Metra and Pace. 

Most of the aid goes to the CTA, which 
serves a far larger share of minority riders than 
Metra and Pace. But the suit contends that 
cut is still too low and seeks to remedy things 
by shifting resources away from the suburban 
transit agencies. It blames chronic racism for 
shortchanging the CTA, disproportionately 
harming black and Hispanic riders. 

A controversial claim, to be sure, and one 
that some experts think is legally shaky Even 
so, the lawsuit, filed by public-interest lawyers, 
serves to highlight long-standing tensions over 
how to divvy up scarce transit resources in an 
equitable and smart way among agencies that 
cater to very different customer bases. 

The split of sales tax and state subsidies 
targeted to Chicago area mass-transit systems 
over the last 26 years has “grossly and dispa- 
rately favored white mass-transit riders ... by 
over-funding Metra,” alleged the proposed 
class-action lawsuit, filed on behalf of Hispanic 
and black CTA passengers. 

The claim was swiftly rejected by Metra. 

Judy Pardonnet, a spokeswoman for 
the agency, said it “categorically 
denies any type of racial dis- 
crimination” and ques- 



tions the validity of ridership statistics cited 
in the lawsuit. “From our preliminary review, 
there’s a lot of information stated in the lawsuit 
that’s not true,” Pardonnet said. 

CTA officials have lobbied state lawmak- 
ers for years to gain a bigger share of the mass 
transit funding pot but have never invoked 
discrimination as an argument. The lawsuit, 
on the other hand, frames the CTA’s chronic 
funding woes in starkly racial terms while seek- 
ing to remedy them by forcing a shift of public 
resources away from Metra and Pace. 

All of this is playing out at a time when the 
state treasury is mired in a record sea of red ink 
that has left officials struggling to simply keep 
funding commitments at existing levels. 

At a minimum, the lawsuit may serve to focus 
fresh attention on the delicate geographic and 
political balancing act that has tied the financial 
fortunes of the three transit agencies together 
for decades under the umbrella of the Regional 
Transportation Authority 

The RTA, approved in 1974, was initially 
a tough sell to suburbanites who feared the 
increased sales taxes they would have to pay 
would go largely to prop up a financially ailing 
CTA system that few of them used. 

Ironically, some black community leaders 
also expressed early qualms about the RTA plan 
because it lacked guarantees of adequate fund- 
ing for suburban transit projects that would 
make it easier for minorities to get to jobs out- 
side the city 

The suit attempts to draw a connection 
between alleged funding inequalities at the 
transit agencies and the fractious Council 
Wars era in Chicago that began in 1983 with 
the election of the city’s first African-American 



mayor, Harold Washington. Racial tensions in 
the City Council spilled over to the legislature, 
which invoked the first in a series of changes in 
the funding formula for transit that repeatedly 
shrunk CTA’s share, the suit claims. 

Ever since, the suit said, the CTA has been 
unable to invest in “much-needed” rail ser- 
vice extensions into minority neighborhoods, 
including of the Red Line. 

At the same time, the suit claims the RTA 
has not required Metra to build stations in 
minority neighborhoods. “Instead, Metra’s 
trains whiz past these communities as if they 
do not exist,” the suit said. “They do so for a 


purely racial reason— they do not want their 
white suburban customers to have to mingle 
with poor minorities.” 

The RTA declined comment on the law- 
suit. 

A quick sampling of CTA riders Wednesday 
turned up many who expressed frustration 
about service and fares but few ready to blame 
it on racism. 

“That would be hard to prove,” said Porfirio 
Castro, 37, of Logan Square. If Metra gets an 
outsized share of money compared with its 
ridership it’s because it covers a much bigger 
geographic area, Castro said.

BACKGROUND ON THE LAWSUIT 


Spearheading the suit are lawyers from a civil- 
rights law clinic at Chicago-Kent College of Law 
as well as the Loop firm of Futterman Howard 
Ashley Watkins & Weltman, which specializes in 
civil-rights litigation. 

Futterman associate Rafael Vargas said the idea 
for the suit was his and grew out of a thesis he 
wrote four years ago while a law student at Kent 
that compared “transit equity” in Chicago to other 
U.S. cities. Vargas said he did not consult CTA 
officials about the lawsuit. 

Quick to embrace its central thesis was U.S. 

Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr., a Chicago Democrat, who 
claimed that the CTA carries 80 percent of all 
regional transit riders but Metra gets more capital 
and operating funding per rider from the state. 


“For too long, minority communities have 
been left out in the cold while services to affluent 
communities received more than their fair share 
of new buses, trains and tracks,” Jackson said in a 
statement. 

Even if provable, that may not be enough to 
pass legal muster, said Andrew Koppelman, 
a constitutional scholar at the Northwestern 
University Law School. Koppelman said the U.S. 
Supreme Court has ruled that laws that have 
uneven impacts on blacks and whites are not 
unconstitutional as long as they don’t make clear 
distinctions on the basis of race. 

“Politically, it is quite powerful,” Koppelman 
said of the racism claim laid out in the lawsuit. 
“But as a legal argument, it’s a loser.” tribune

A winter storm warning will be in effect across 
the Chicago area through Friday morning. 

By the end of that warning, anywhere from 
6 inches to 12 inches of a fairly fluffy snow will 
have come down, according to the National 
Weather Service. 

The heaviest snows are expected near the 
lakefront. 

The far northwest and western suburbs 
have already seen significant snowfalls this 
season, but the downtown and lakefront areas 
have been largely spared— until now. 

Charles Mott, a meteorologist with the 
National Weather Service, said residents of 
Cook, Lake and DuPage counties can expect 
a tricky rush hour Thursday afternoon, as 
snow is forecast to fall at a rate of i inch an 
hour between noon and 6 p.m. 

Snow was forecast to begin sometime 
between ii p.m. Wednesday and midnight, 
Mott said. By 6 a.m. Thursday, morning com- 
muters can expect to find i inch to 2 inches 
on the ground. 

Winds will begin to pick up from the north 
Thursday, causing considerable blowing and 
drifting snow and reducing visibility to as low 
as one half mile, with roads covered and slick, 
Mott said. 

After 6 p.m. Thursday, the snow will taper 


off and will leave the area blanketed with 8 
to 12 inches. 

More snow is likely Friday morning with 
some new accumulation possible. 

Thursday night also will turn bitter cold 
with wind chill values as low as zero to 10 
below.

The 7-4 vote by the Illinois 
Commission on Government 
Forecasting and Accountability 
was largely along party lines, with 
Democrats supporting the sale of 
the Thomson Correctional Center to 
the federal government and all but 
two Republicans opposed. 

The vote was advisory, and Quinn 
was expected to move ahead with 
the plan regardless. 


Bodies recovered 
from cargo plane crash 

The bodies of a pilot and co-pilot 
have been recovered from the 
frozen Des Plaines River where 
their small cargo plane crashed 
Tuesday afternoon, though crews 
were expected to continue into the 
night Wednesday trying to remove 
as much of the plane as they can 
before a winter storm moves into 
the area, officials said. 

The bodies of the two men were 
in the main section of the plane’s 
fuselage when it was towed from the 
river at about 4:30 p.m., said Richard 
Waszek, chief of the Cook County 
Forest Preserve Police. The identities 
of the pilots was not released. 


Search on for 
escaped prisoners 

The U.S. Marshals Service is 
searching for three escaped 
federal prisoners, including 
a man from Chicago, who 
fled from the Tri-County 
Detention Center in Ullin in 
southern Illinois. 

Officials would not give 
any details about the 
method by which the men 
escaped. 

The three men, Miguel 
Robles-Moya, 35, of Chicago; 
Rodney Brown, 35, of Alton, 
III.; and Thomas Glaab, 28, of 
Anna, III.; all are considered 
armed and dangerous. 


United to cut at O’Hare 

United Airlines plans to furlough 
50 front-line workers at O’Hare 
this month as it cuts capacity and 
increasingly relies on kiosks and 
other technology to handle pas- 
senger needs. 

The Chicago-based carrier also 
plans to reduce the hours worked 
by another 100 customer service 
representatives and ramp work- 
ers at the airport, moving them 
from full-time to part-time status, 
according to the International 
Association of Machinists, which 
represents the affected workers. 

About 260 lAM members 
across United will be affected by 
the work cuts.

How to deal 




By the Great Burgerelli 

The Great Burgerelli approaches dis- 
counted burgers with a healthy degree 
of skepticism. Too often, they are 
downsized or downgraded, with hid- 
den costs conspiring to drive the price 
back up. (Who among 
us has not fallen victim 
to the devilish cheese 
upcharge?) So it was 
with some reluctance 
that I returned to 
Custom House, long a 
favorite dinner destina- 
tion of the Burgerelli 
family, to sample the $5 burger special 
running daily during lunch (11:30 a.m.- 
2 p.m.) through January 

Custom House has seen some chang- 
es of late, notably the arrival of a new 
chef, Aaron Deal, who is in the process 
of refocusing the menu. Already he’s 
introduced intriguing menu additions 
such as pork cheeks with tellicherry 
pepper pappardelle and pickled onions 


($10) and a fish charcuterie plate ($16). 

While he settles in, let us return to 
the deal at hand: $5 burgers. 


$5 burgers 

When: 11:30 a.m.-2 p.m. daily, 
through January 
Also: Burgers available in the 
tavern for $12, including fries, 
2-10:30 p.m. Monday-Saturday, 
2-9:30 p.m. Sunday. 


BURGERELLI’S BREAKDOWN 

The burger: These half-pound burg- 
ers are made with a bit 
of pork fat, resulting in 
a pleasingly even texture 
and more nuanced flavor 
than a standard all-beef 
patty Mine arrived cooked 
to a juicy medium rare, 
just as I ordered. 

The bun: The perfectly 
browned poppy seed bun has a pleas- 
ing sourdough tang— not so much as 
to overpower the burger, but enough 
to remind you that this is no mass-pro- 
duced hamburger holder. 

Its only fault? A disappointingly low 
score on the Great Burgerelli’s LBI 
(lower-bun integrity) scale. The bun 
is on the smallish side to begin with, 
cinching snugly around the burger. This 



would not be a problem, but for the 
lack of heft on the bottom bun. Mine 
quickly soaked through, veering danger- 
ously close to a state of wholesale LBD 
(lower-bun disintegration). 

The fixings: The basics were covered 
with lettuce, onions, a crisp pickle and 
a square of Wisconsin cheddar cut pre- 
cisely to fit the burger and melt just so 
around the sides. The game-changer? 
Smoky, garlic-kissed house steak sauce. 


smoked onion and garlic. 

Everything eise: This burger stands 
alone, and for $5, who is the Great 
Burgerelli to complain? Should you 
desire more, fries are a mere $3. 

Burgereiii’s bottom iine: This deal’s 
for real.

Lady Gaga is sorry 

After more than a week of complaints from her fans, several of whom 
lost good seats when she pulled a last-minute concert-venue switcheroo, the 
singer has tweeted her apologies. 

On Wednesday afternoon, two days before her sold-out, three-night, 
Chicago-area stand was to begin, she served up three tweets addressing her 
last-minute decision to move the Friday, Saturday and Sunday Monster Ball 
shows from the Chicago Theatre to the Rosemont Theatre. 

‘A serious error was made by my production staff, and it is so unfair to 
you, who are so loyal. My show was not designed to fit in this venue,” one 
of them read. 

The move may not be enough to mollify fans of Gaga. 

One of them was Lonneke Purucker of Chicago, a 28 -year-old law student 
whose husband bought she and a friend good seats at the Chicago Theatre 
through a ticket broker: “Her music has been deleted from my iPod, and I 
will no longer support her,” said Purucker, before the apology “She commit- 
ted an anti-fan crime of epic proportions, and it is inexcusable.” 

In an e-mail afterward, Purucker didn’t sound particularly satisfied: “Well, 
my first reaction is that the ... buck stops with Gaga. She is responsible for 
the actions of her staff, and the bottom line is that she has the ultimate

There was suspicion among fans that Rosemont’s larger capacity— 4,400 
seats versus 3,600 at the Chicago Theatre— was the real reason for the 
change. But, really, said Scott Gelman, vice president of marketing for tour 
promoter Live Nation, “the size of the show grew, and it grew to the extent 
that it would no longer fit on the stage of the Chicago Theatre.” 

The Chicago Theatre does have a shallow stage. The distance of 32 feet 
from the back wall to the stage lip limits the types of shows it can handle. 
Rosemont’s stage by contrast is 60 feet deep, said director of operations Ed 
Balogh. And Gaga’s show, from press reports and what Balogh has heard, cer- 
tainly sounds like a behemoth. 

“The information that I have is they are bringing in eight semis,” Balogh 
said. Barry Manilow’s tour, by contrast, brought four trailers of gear to 
Rosemont, he said. 

But some fans don’t think the Gaga people took their position into 
account: Rosemont isn’t nearly as easy to get to for most as the Chicago 
Theatre, you have to pay almost $20 to park there and the bar and dining 
options are limited. 

Ticket-holders received an e-mail stating the Chicago Theatre tickets 
were canceled and would be refunded. They could participate in a pre-sale 
for the Rosemont shows, but no attempt was made to match good seats 
at one show for good seats at another, fans said. 

Lucas Crawford didn’t even try to get tickets to the new venue. The 
24-year-old had a fifth-row seat in the Chicago Theatre. 

“It felt like a sellout” move, said Crawford, a marketing associate 
with a local theater company “It didn’t feel like Gaga, who has per- 
formed all her life in urban venues.”
